SHANGHAI — (AP) — A small 
ship crammed with Chinese war 
refugees ex ploded and sank just 
outside Shanghai late last night, 
with a toll ex pected to ex ceed 
3,200 lives. 
If reports are even 
approx ­ 
imately accurate, it was the worst 
marine disaster in modern history, 
Some 4,250 Chinese were re­ 
ported aboard the ship, the China 
Merchant 
Steamship 
company’s 
2,09 9 -ton Kiangya. 
It blew up 
amidships and sar.k in less than an 
hour near the mouth of the Yang­ 
tze river. 
Blast Cause Undetermined. 
A company spok esman said the 
Kiangya had a capacity of 1,18 6 
passengers but that it was “of­ 
ficially” carrying 2,250 — mostly 
from Nank ing. He said another 
estimated 2,000 clambered aboard 
at Shanghai. There seemed no way 
of determining just how many. 
Late tonight, as six Chinese 
rescue boats bobbed about the 
ahattered superstructure ex tend­ 
ing out of the chill waters, about 
200 bodies were reported recov­ 
ered and at least 3,000 were re­ 
ported still missing. 
Between 100 and 400 have been 
reported rescued thus far. 
Cause of the blast had not been j 
determined. The welter of reports j 
advanced 
several reasons—com­ 
munist sabotage, an under-water ■ 
mine, or an ex plosion of over- j 
strained boilers.
